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To  tlic  Honorable  Board  of  Directors  : — 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  second  annual  reijort 
of  Payne  Theological  Seminary.  Since  our  last  meeting  death  has 
removed  from  our  midst  the  venerable  Bishop  Daniel  A.  Payne,  D.  I)., 
LL.  D. ,  the  Senior  Bishop  of  the  A.  M.  E.  Church;  and  for  said 
church  the  rear  founder  of  Wilberforce  University.  The  best  efforts 
of  his  life  for  education  were  made  for  Wilberforce  University.  In 
those  efforts  he  lives  with  us  to-day.  His  deep  interest  in  this  institu- 
tion has  been  incarnated  in  the  munificent  legacy  left  for  its  perpetua- 
tion. To-day  we  expected  Bishop  Ward  with  us,  but  the  Great  I  Am 
ruled  otherwise.  On  Monday,  June  the  luh,  the  telegraphic  wires 
flashed  over  our  land  the  intelligence  (we  call  it  sad)  that  Bishop 
Ward  had  been  called  from  labor  to  reward.  His  rich,  heavy, 
elocjuent  voice  which  stirred  the  hearts  of  thousands  will  be  heard  no 
more.  He  was  one  ot  nature's  most  eloquent  men.  Listen  to  his 
last  appeal  for  Payne  Theological  Seminary  : 

"  Bishop  Payne,  the  philanthropist,  the  [)hiloso[)her  and  the 
educator  has  passed  to  his  reward  in  the  skies.  His  was  a 
splendid  record.  No  monument  that  we  can  build  will  add  to 
his  fame.  Wilberforce  stands  there  representing  the  sj)lendor  of 
his  triumphs.  JVe  intend  to  make  Payne  Seminary  his  cenotaph. 
We  have  nearly  3,000  ministers  in  our  communion.  'I'hree  dollars 
from  each  would  lift  the  mortgage  now  resting  upon  the  Seminary. 
This  is  the  school  of  the  prophets.  Here  will  be  trained  the  ministers 
of  the  future.  From  this  institution  a  stream  will  flow  which  will 
satisfy  the  intellectual  thirst  and  spiritual  longings  of  thousands  of 
souls.  Here  men  will  be  armed  wlio  will  meet  and  rout  the  enemies 
of  the  church  and  race.     When  the  present  generation  of  ministers 


shall  have  passed  away,  Payne  Seminary  will  have  given  us  a  class  of 
men  whose  enlarged  capabilities  and  cultivated  intellects  will  lead  the 
church  to  the  largest  possible  victory.

TIIK  TKKNl)  OK  AMERICAN   INSTITUTIONS  OF  LKARNINO. 

Never  in,the  history  of  institutions  of  learning  has  the  work  of 
differentiation  been  pushed  to  such  an  extent  as  at  the  present.  In 
some  of  the  institutions  distinct  dei)artments  have  been  organized  for 
almost  every  branch  of  study. 

Chicago  University  opens  up  its  summer  term  with  seventy  pro- 
fessors ready  for  the  work.  Permit  me  to  say  further  that  never  in  the 
history  of  theological  seminaries,  colleges  and  univerities  have  n.ch 
earnest  efforts  been  made  as  are  now  being  made  to  put  in  every  chair 
an  expert, —  an  expert  in  every  chair. 

Read  the  reports  of  the  institutions  of  learning.  They  run  thus  • 
Professor  A.  has  leave  of  absence.  He  is  at  John  Hopkin's  Univer- 
sity. Professor  B.  ,s  at  the  University  of  Berlin.  Professor  C  has 
eave  of  absence  during  the  fall  and  winter  terms  and  is  studying  at 
the  University  of  Chicago.  Who  is  tlus  that  is  studying  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  ?    A  professor.  at  tne  Uni 

President  Ballantine,  of  Oberlin  college,  in  his  annual  report  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  February  .8,  1894,  says,  the  long  post-grlduate 
studies  now  requiied  before  an  appointment  to  a  professorship   ai  b 
sectired  are  so  costly  , hat  most  young  men  begin  their  work  heavHy 
btirdened  with  debt,  therefore  a  reduction  of  salaries  is  imposs  bll 
without  crippling  the  institution.    Dr.  W.  R.  Harper,  presiden 
Chicago  University,  says  in  an  article  on   "The  Ptv  of  A 
College  Professors, "published  September,  ,893      '  When  ^7:'"" 
considered  the  .grave  responsibilities  which  rS' upon   I  hTp^ 
fessor),  the  numerous  demands  of  every  kind  made  „nnn 
evident  that  he  deserves  at  the  lowest  an  -ncrea^erl:      .  ^'.Ir 
-n  his  pay  over  the  present  rates. "    On  account  of  the  severe  t^io  tTrt 
depression  throughout  the  country  the  salaries  of  many  of   h  to 
Fssors  and  teachers  have  been  reduced,  but  they  will  ,  ot  re     ,1  so 


long.  The  present  age  is  demanding  teachers  of  the  highest  grade, 
of  the  ripest  scholarship.  Every  chair  must  be  tilled  by  an  expert. 
Men  will  not  travel  in  ox-carts  when  they  can  sit  reclining  in  fine 
coaches  attached  to  locomotives  that  can  run  a  mile  a  minute. 
Students  will  not  remain  in  seminaries,  colleges  and  universities  that 
are  dying  of  consumption,  having  not  physicians  enough  to  wait  upon 
the  sick;  when  there  are  living  healthy  institutions  all  around  them 
full  of  experts  and  having  all  the  facihties  necessary. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  even  in  our  poverty  we 
must  keep  before  us  the  tendency  of  the  leading  institutions  of  our 
country  and  aim  to  bring  Payne  Theological  Semini-ffy  as  rapidly  as 
possible  up  to  a  respectable  standard.  The  professors  of  this  Semi- 
nary should  be  consecrated  to  their  profession.  Teaching  should  be 
their  main  work.  During  the  year  I  have  had  charge  of  Trinity 
church,  have  performed  about  two-thirds  of  the  work  re- 
quired in  preparing  the  lessons  for  the  Teachers'  (Quarterly,  jirepared 
most  of  the  circulars  for  the  memorial  services  of  Bishop  D.  A.  Payne, 
superintended  the  work  of  sending  out  more  than  20,000  of  them,  kejjt 
up  the  regular  correspondence  of  the  Seminary.  In  the  class-room  I 
have  taught  three  classes,  Hebrew  ;  two  Aramaic;  two  Theology; 
one  Philosophy  of  Theism  ;  one  Metaphysics ;  one  Psychology ;  one 
Ethics  ;  one  Logic ;  the  whole  school  vocal  music.  Theology,  Phil- 
osophy, Metaphysics,  Psychology  and  Ethics  I  taught  by  lectures. 
These  I  had  to  write  out.  Thus  you  see  what  has  been  my  work  dur- 
ing the  year.  I  shall  have  to  give  up  the  church  work.  And  yet  I 
am  glad  to  report  an  advance  upon  what  was  done  last  year  in  many 
of  the  studies. 

The  branches  taught  by  Prof  S(  arborough  were  Greek,  Gospels, 
Epistles,  Septuagint,  Archaeology,  Hermaneutics,  Biblical  Geography, 
Rhetoricals.

PROFESSORS'  SALARIES. 

The  salaries  ot  some  of  the  professors  should  be  increased  but 
the  financial  condition  of  the  Seminary  will  not  permit  this  to  be  done 
now^    VVe  recommend  that  as  soon  as  it  can  wisely  be  done  Prof 
Pnoleau  be  paid  full  salary,  and  that  he  be  relieved  of  church' work 
so  that  his  whole  time  may  be  devoted  to  the  demands  of  his  chair 

I  he  relationship  that  I  sustain  to  this  Seminary  is  a  peculiar  one 
probably  no  su.h  relationship  subsists  between  a  teacher  and  a"; 
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other  institution  of  learning.  My  present  indebtedness  forms  a  part  of 
the  material  wealth  or  value  of  this  Seminary.  My  first  i^lan  was  a 
building  at  $1,500.  The  plan  was  changed.  The  building  cost 
$2,500.  This  may  have  been  wise  or  unwise.  The  building  now 
forms  a  part  of  the  value  of  the  Seminary. 

After  I  am  out  of  debt  valuable  improvements  will  be  made  every 
year.  Even  last  fall  I  set  out  12  dwarf  pear  trees.  They  are  doing 
well.  When  everything  is  completed  it  will  be  a  very  nice  residence 
for  the  Dean  of  Payne  Theological  Seminary. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Seminary  will  be  given  by  the  Sec- 
retary. 


LIBRARY. 

Bishop  Campbell's  very  valuable  library  of  500  volumes  was  re- 
ceived last  fall.  The  books  are  now  in  two  fine,  black  walnut  cases. 
It  is  my  desire  to  complete  Bishop  Campbell's  alcove  according  to  the 
plan  adopted  at  our  first  annual  meeting.  We  received,  about  six 
weeks  ago,  a  few  books  and  valuable  pamphlets  from  Mrs.  Dr. 
Dodds.  During  the  year  the  following  jiapers  have  been  received  : 
The  Journal  of  Education,  Zion  Herald,  Independent,  Public  Opinion, 
Christian  Advocate  and  The  Voice  of  Missions. 


THE  SUNDAY-SCHOOL  UNION. 

The  tnembers  of  the  faculty,  during  the  year,  have  [jrejjared  the 
lessons  of  the  Teachers'  Quarterly.  We  trust  that  the  church  will  be 
benefitted  by  the  close  relation  now  subsistmg  between  the  Sunday- 
School  Union  and  the  Seminary. 

We  announced  in  our  catalogue  that  the  Bishops  of  the  A.  M.  E. 
church  would  lecture  on  various  subjects  during  the  year.  Bishop 
Lee  delivered  four  very  interesting  lectures  on  the  subject  of  Ethics. 
Bishop  Tanner  and  Bishop  Turner  were  also  expected  to  deliver  a 
series  of  lectures.  Bishop  Tanner's  feeble  health  would  not  permit 
him  to  do  so.  Bishop  Turner  was  prevented  from  delivering  his 
course  of  lectures  by  pressure  of  business. 

The  Seminary  will  be  much  benefitted  by  such  courses  of  lectures. 
We  trust  that  the  Board  of  Directors  will  adopt  some  plan  by  which 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  lecturers  can  be  paid. 
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We  recommend  that  the  Executive  Board  hold  at  least  two  regular 
meetings  during  the  scholastic  year.  The  interests  of  the  Seminary 
demand  if. 

We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Directors  return  to  Sister 
Bishop  Campbell,  Bishop  B.  F.  Lee  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Beckett,  for  the 
interest  they  manifested  in  sending  the  Bisho])  Campbell  library  to 
this  institution,  a  vote  of  thanks. 


HONORARY  DEGREES. 

'I'he  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  implies  ripe  scholarshi)),  great 
ability  in  the  ministerial  work  and  a  pure  morality.  The  faculty  of 
Payne  Theological  Seminary  should  act  wisely  in  recommending  de- 
grees of  D.  D.  Should  be  governed  by  the  custom  of  our  best 
•theological  seminaries.  The  Board  of  Directors  should  exercise  much 
wisdom  and  firmness  in  approving  recommendations. 

The  faculty  have  adopted  the  following  requirements  as  the  stand- 
ard by  which  to  be  governed  in  recommending  the  honorary  degrees 
of  D.  D.  : 

The  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  shall  not  be  conferred  on  any 
person  who  has  not  completed  a  regular  course  in  some  theological 
seminary  and  spent  not  less  than  five  years  in  the  ministerial  work 
after  graduation.  He  must  be  a  man  of  progress,  of  sterling  worth 
and  of  unblemished  moral  character.  His  testiinonials  must  be  good ; 
provided,  ho-vever,  that  the  degree  may  be  conferred  upon  ministers 
who  have  not  completed  a  regular  theological  course  in  a  seminary  if 
he  be  a  man  of  fine  natural  endowments,  with  a  thorough,  broad  and 
extensive  self-cultm-e.  He  must  have  a  good  knowledge  of  theology 
and  its  collateral  branches  of  study,  especially  the  natural  sciences. 
His  English  education  must  be  complete.  He  must  have  labored  in 
the  ministry  not  less  than  eight  years  after  having  been  ordained 
elder;  and  have  succeeded  well  as  a  skillful  laborer  in  his  Master's 
vineyard.  His  moral  character  must  be  genuine  and  unimpeachable. 
He  must  submit  to  the  theological  faculty  for  examination,  at  least 
three  months  before  commencement,  a  thesis  on  some  theological  sub- 
ject. This  thesis  must  exhibit  originality  of  thought,  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  subject,  good  rhetoric,  good  grammar,  good  spelling. 
It  must  be  perfectly  free  of  plagiarism.    Quotations  must  be  indicated 
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The  returns  from  the  memorial  services  of  Bishsp  1).  A.  Payne 
were  $1,061.13,  not  as  much  as  we  expected.  The  tabular  form  an- 
nexed to  this  report  gives  the  amount  received  from  pastors  and 
Sunday-school  superintendents  of  the  churches  of  the  different  states. 

What  is  the  future  of  Payne  Theological  Seminary  ?  Just  what 
we  shall  make  it.  Debts  are  pressing  hard  upon  the  seminary. 
Borrowed  money  will  relieve  the  pressure  only  for  a  short  time.  Let 
us  rise  up  in  our  strength;  shake  off  the  indebtedness,  erect  buildings, 
make  Payne  Theological  Seminary  one  ol  the  finest  institutions  in  the 
world. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Theological  Faculty  recommend  that  the  degree  of  H.  I),  be 
conferred  upon  Willie  Byrd,  M.  E.  Davis  and  S.  T.  Tice,  and  that  a 
certificate  of  the  completion  of  the  English  Theological  Course  be  pre- 
sented to  J.  W.  Watson.  The  faculty  further  recommend  that  the 
Honorary  Degree  of  D.  D.  be  conferred  upon  \V.  I).  Cook,  of  the 
Philadelphia  Conference,  and  upon  P.  W.  Wade,  of  the  Arkansas 
Conference. 

The  same  professors  who  served  you  last  year  are  recommended 
for  re-election.

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SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


WiLIiF.RFORCE,  OhIO,  JunC  19,  1894. 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  :— 

Dear  Brethren  As  your  servant,  it  is  my  duly  to  submit  to 
you  a  report  of  the  condition  of  Payne  Theological  Seminary  ;  also  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  same. 

Through  the  providence  of  God  and  by  the  persistent  energy  and 
patience  of  the  instructors  and  the  liberality  of  those  who  have  con- 
tributed financial  aid,  together  with  the  forbearance  of  the  creditors, 
the  school  has  been  operated  another  year,  beginning  the  first  Tues- 
day in  October,  1893. 

To  some  of  you  it  is  known  that  ui)on  this  arm  of  the  University 
there  lies  a  heavy  obligation,  which  to  say  the  least,  is  very  embarrass- 
ing. 

This  state  of  affiiirs  is  due  in  a  very  large  measure  to  the  fact  that 
the  expected  financial  aid,  which  was  the  inspiring  hope  of  those  who 
were  most  active  in  its  purchase  and  organization  has  not  been  realized. 

Not  in  a  spirit  which  would  approach  to  anything  akin  to  dicta- 
tion, but  from  a  firm  conviction,  growing  out  of  observation  and  ex- 
perience in  my  official  relations.  I  give  it  as  my  humble  belief,  that  to 
hold  and  man  this  department  another  year,  heroic  measures  will  nec- 
essarily have  to  be  taken.    This  I  hope  will  be  done. 


BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS. 

Aside  from  a  new  water-closet,  very  little  improvement  has  been 
made.  The  teachers  and  students  suffered  considerable  inconvenience 
the  past  year  on  account  of  the  incapacity  of  the  furnace  chimney  to 
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carry  off  the  soot  and  sn.oke,  a  fact  which  was  no,  ohs.rvod  un„l  ,00 
late  in  the  wniter  to  remedy  it. 


For  the  preservation  of  the  building  and  for  the  comfort  of  those 
occupy  It.  the  necessity  is  upon  us  of  increasini^  the  rana.-itv  of 
the  chminey  leading  from  the  furnace  belore  another\vnUer 


FINANCE. 

In  answer  to  the  circulars  sent  out  last  year,  in  the  early  part  of 
the  winter,  asking  for  a  memorial  offering  in  memorv  of  our  samied 
Bishop,  nearly  four  hundred  responded;  the  amou'nt  thus  received 
aggregated  a  little  more  than  one  thousand  dollars.  To  all  of  those 
who  thus  responded  the  thanks  of  the  Board  and  receipts  were  sent 
by  your  secretary. 

While  this  sum  was  grateftilly  received  and  afforded  great  relief, 
still  it  was  but  a  temporary  relief.  The  amount  was  not  large  enough 
to  afford  relief  of  a  i)ermanent  char;T.cter.
